"This office does not want the
money of the Burlington railroad
nor that of the state's attorney in-

vestigating fund, nor that of the
county to pay expenses of follow-
ing the box car thieves and recov-
ering the stolen goods," said Sher-
iff George H. Richmond today.

The Sheriff made particular ref-
erence to the published statement
of State's Attorney Thompson that
the Burimgton railroad probably
would meet the unusual expense
incurred in investigating this case
and recovering the property taken
from its box cars at Barstow.

Sheriff Richmond told the news-
paper reporters that his office had
been at great expense in this mat-
ter without fees. The state's at-
torney, who had bad much to say
of the manner in which the sher-
iff's feas are earned and the dis-
position of them, was informed of
the sheriff's statement, which indi-
cated some of the places where the
money goes out of the sheriff's of-
fice, with nothing coming in.

In reply the state's attorney ex-
pressed the opinion that the Bur-
lington railroad would meet the
extra expenses involved in this in-
vestigation, saying that, if funds
were not available there, his fund
appropriated for investigation of
crime is available for such cases.

.The sheriff resents the tender of
the state's attorney. With ref-
erence to the railroad repaying the
expense, he tok the position that
it is against pubic policy, for the
reason that it might create an im-
pression that the sheriff's office
works to regain stolen property
only when the loser pays the ex-
pense. The reward offered for
property recovered in this instance
has not been accepted by the sher-
iff, he said today.
